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Credit Union Agrees to Postpone 
Decision on Theatre Lobby Till June

A general agreement was 
reached at the March 13 coun¬ 
cil work session with Green- 
belt Federal Credit Union and 
Greenbelt Cultural Arts Cen¬ 
ter, Inc. (GCACI) representa¬ 
tives and the center shopping 
area owner George Christacos. 
During the meeting, the credit 
union agreed to hold its plans 
to rent the theater lobby until 
June. It is in June that GCACI 
mus decide whether to accept 
an offer to rent the theater 
for one year at $1,000 a month. 

Christacos had made that of¬ 
fer to GCACI at an earlier Feb¬ 
ruary work session. Later that 
month council met in a work 
session with credit union officials 
who wanted to rent the theater 
lobby. Although council thought 
an agreement had been reached 
at that February 26 meeting, 
credit union manager, Joe Com- 
proni, appeared at the next coun¬ 
cil meeting to ask council to re¬ 
consider its position. A second 
work session was then scheduled 
for March 13. 


“Waiting until June is no prob¬ 
lem for us/’ explained credit un¬ 
ion president Ben Rosenzweig, 
"we were just concerned this not 
be an open-ended affair.” Coun¬ 
cil hopes many questions relating 
to the center shopping mall 
should be answered. GCACI 
hopes to know whether grant 
money or sharing the use of the 
theater with a cable TV company 
is possible. It is also hoped that 
the post office’s plans will be 
known. The post office wants to 
build a new facility and will only 
need a small area of its present 
quarters if customer services are 
maintained in the center. At the 
previous work session, Comproni 
had told council that the post 
office would be a good site for 
the credit union. Nevertheless, he 
felt the post office’s plans were 
very tentative. Christacos told 
council that the post office lease 
runs for another year, but he 
felt it would be two years before 
i, could move. 

At the March 13 session, Com¬ 
proni asked whether there were 
objections to the credit union us¬ 
ing the theater lobby if GCACI 

decided to use just the back of 
the theater. Mayor Gil Weiden- 


feld explained that council had 
not taken a formal position on 
the question. Earlier Councilman 
Richard Castaldi had suggested 
that perhaps GCACI (in back) 
and the credit union (in front) 
could both use the building. How¬ 
ever, A1 Herling, a member of 
the GCACI Board of Directors, 
stated that the cultural arts cen¬ 
ter needed a mall entrance. An 
attractive lobby entrance would 
add respectability and accept¬ 
ance, he felt. 

“We have to be realistic and 
maybe even cruel; the theater 
wasn’t viable in the past,” said 
Councilman Richard Pilski. He 
felt only people could make the 
center viable and noted that the 
center already has daytime draws 
for customers. Although Pilski 
felt “GCACI can generate (cus¬ 
tomers) at night,” he wondered 
“can they do it seven days,” He 
added, “I think the credit union 
can.” 

Herling noted that even a New 
York theater is closed once a 
week. He also expressed his dis¬ 
may that encouragement was be¬ 
ing given to the credit union “on

Further Requirements To Be Imposed on GHI 
In Return for $6.4 Million HUD Loan For Rehab

As part of GHI’s rehabilita¬ 
tion planning, much of Thurs¬ 
day evening’s regular meeting 
was taken up with require¬ 
ments that will have to be sat¬ 
isfied by the corporation in or¬ 
der to win eligibility for a low 
interest loan from the federal 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment (HUD) agency. The 
board also heard city manag¬ 
er James Giese explain details 
of proposed street renovation 
in the North End, which needs 
joint city-GHI consultation 
because of abutting GHI pro¬ 
perty. 

Manager Kenneth Kopstein re¬ 
ported that HUD officials had 
made preliminary visits to some 
GHI homes and were dissatisfied 
with lack of uniformity of kitch¬ 
en and bathroom furnishings — 
eg., cupboards, flooring; and 
therefore will want to set up 
standards. Appliances however 
will not have to be changed. 
Another HUD requirement also- 
is likely to be wall openings 
(“sleeves”) for air-conditioners, 
to avoid using window space. 

These improvements will nec¬ 
essarily add more cost to the 
rehabilitation effort, and some 
board members were not too hap¬ 
py, particularly with the idea of 
replacing cabinets. Both Mar¬ 
garet Hogensen and Virginia 
Moryadas noted that present cab¬ 
inets in GHI homes are larger 
and of more utility than new’ 
cabinets are likely to be. Other 


board members focused on the 
increased cost such changes will 
entail. Kopstein expressed his 
feeling that the added amount 
would not be “terribly onerous,” 
and director Norman Weyel ar¬ 
gued that “we've got to accom¬ 
modate (HUD) on their required 
standards,” because of the low 
interest rate the agency loan 
would afford. 

The mechanics of financing 
such changes was the next logi¬ 
cal topic to discuss. One possi¬ 
bility suggested by Kopstein was 
to extend the amortization pe¬ 
riod of the loan that GHI will be 
making, from 20 years to 30 
years, thereby lowering member 
monthly payments. Director 
James Smith, who like Weyel fa¬ 
vored conforming to the HUD 
standards, felt that an alterna¬ 
tive program to incorporate the 
kitchen-bath remodelling was 
worth outlining to the member¬ 
ship. A different view’ was voiced 
by Ben Hogensen from the floor, 
w’ho complained that “our heat¬ 
ing system . . , should be our 
first priority; the average mem 
ber can’t afford to pay these in¬ 
creased costs you’re talking 
about”; and a similar position 
was expressed by Moryadas. Ac¬ 
cording to Kopstein, more infor¬ 
mation on the actual costs of re¬ 
modelling will be available after 
the HUD people have inspected 
a representative sample of homes 
this week. 

Another provision required 
from GHI as a precondition for 
the HUD loan is a set cf Occu¬ 
pancy Criteria, which will spell 


out financial family and other 
conditions to be met by prospec¬ 
tive buyers of GHI homes. Such 
a set of conditions, the first of 
which is a declaration that GHI 
is an “equal housing opportunity” 
corporation, has been developed 
by staff and reviewed favorably 
by attorney Albert Ginsberg. To 
a question by director Ed James 
as to whether marital status 
should be explicitly dealt with — 
it is not, in the presented draft — 
Kopstein replied that HUD has 
no problem with omitting this. 
Moryadas urged that foster par¬ 
ents or children be included in 
the list of “immediate family” 
that is authorized to share a 
member’s home; with board 
agreement this was added to the 
conditions, and director James 
Foster’s motion to accept the set 
of criteria passed, with James 
voting against. % 

A related item, brought up la¬ 
ter in the meeting during a Fi¬ 
nance Committee report, was a 
HUD requirement that GHI 
achieve more minority represen¬ 
tation. To facilitate this the Fi¬ 
nance Committee recommended 
that minority purchasers — as 
compared to other purchasers 
who pay a minimum 10% down- 
payment — be required to pay 
5% of their own “unobligated” 
funds. In general this seemed to 
be acceptable to the board, but 
since some confusion was evident 
concerning application of “Sec¬ 
tion 8” eligibility standards to 
minority buyers, it was decided 
to postpone action until a clari-

To the Editor: 

Ed Haviland ... in his letter 
in the March 13 issue of the News 
Review charges that “a newly 
formed organization ... is bring¬ 
ing pornographic movies to our 
community/’ Apparently, he 
based his description of one of 
the many films shown on the ob¬ 
jections voiced by Frank Gomez. 
Beatrix Whitehall’s reply to Go¬ 
mez’ criticism is sufficient an¬ 
swer to his objection. I would 
only add that some people might 
even suggest that the Songs of 
Solomon should be eliminated 
from the Bible or that Shakes¬ 
peare should be removed from 
the schools and the libraries of 
our nation. Sometimes, it seems 
that “pornography” may be in 
the mind and eye of thg beholder. 
So — as far as Haviland is con¬ 
cerned one man’s view of an out¬ 
standing film became his norm 
for criticism. Hardly an objec 
tive approach. 

Now, to the major thrust of 
his letter, which is concerned 
with the Credit Union’s desire 
to acquire the lobby of the the¬ 
atre for its use and the city 
council’s role in trying to help 
the Greenbelt Cultural Arts Cen¬ 
ter find a home and become a 
full-grown organization which 
would contribute much to the 
quality of living in our commu¬ 
nity. 

The Credit Union is a most val¬ 
uable part of our community. 
R is a strong and viable finan¬ 
cial institution, which has con¬ 
tributed to the welfare and well 
being of thousands of its mem 
bers. We would all like to see it 
grow and prosper. It belongs to 
us — the members — and we have 
every reason to want it to con¬ 


tinue its important role. 

Speaking for the Credit Union, 
its manager, Joseph Comproni 
complained to the city council 
that the council’s interest in 
helping the Greenbelt Cultural 
Arts Center to get started was 
an unwarranted interference in 
business arrangements between 
the Credit Union and the owner 
of the theatre property. The fact 
of the matter is that the city 
council was unaware of the Cred¬ 
it Union’s interest in the theatre. 
The owner of the property did 
not indicate to the council that 
such negotiations were underway. 
Had the council been aware of 
this I think they would have 
suggested that Credit Union and 
Cultural Center representatives 
get together with the owner of 
the theatre property. 

Back in August and Septem¬ 
ber, one of the candidates for 
city council had called for the 
establishment of a Cultural Arts 
Center to be located in the Green- 
belt i. heatre. That, at least, was 
a clear public statement of in¬ 
tent. Did the Credit Union have 
its eye on the theatre lobby then? 
If so, why no mention of the 
fact, at least to the candidate? 
Was there uncertainty as to zon¬ 
ing for the Credit Union pur¬ 
pose? If such attempt was in the 
works, why no mention of it? 
After all, we are supposed to be 
a cooperative and friendly com 
munity. 

The Credit Union is over 40 
years old. It is strong, it is vi¬ 
able, it will last. Its existence is 
not threatened. But the Cultural 
Arts Center is struggling to be¬ 
gin its life. It wants to contrib¬ 
ute much of value and enjoyment 
to the community. The city coun¬ 
cil had the vision to see its value 
and came to its aid. Are we to 
try to kill it before it can begin 
to crawl ? 

There are some who maintain 
that it is either the one or the 
other. That is cruel and myopic 
We can have both. But why not 
help the baby to grow? The adult 
C redit Union’s life is not being 
threatened. The life of the Cul¬ 
tural Arts Center may well be 
threatened. Is this a fair con¬ 
test? When, at the city council 
workshop, I suggested to an offi¬ 
cer of the Credit Union that I 
would accept his membership in 
the Cultural Arts Center, he re¬ 
plied: “We are sparking the same 
girl. In short, he was saying, 
it’s one or the other, not both. 

I believe very strongly that we 
need the Cultural Arts Center in 
Greenbelt for our people and the 
thousands who will be working in 
the office buildings which are be¬ 
ing erected and who will be stop¬ 
ping at the projected Hilton Inn. 
Mostly, we deserve to have the 
Center for our own enrichment. 
Let us hope that common sense, 
cooperation, and community¬ 
mindedness will prevail and put 
an end to this unnecessary con¬ 
flict.

Greenbelt Players Find 
Audience Appeciative

The recently reopened Utopia 
Theater hosted its first major 
production last weekend when 
the Greenbelt Players presented 
Lucille Fletcher’s Night Watch 
to large and enthusiastic audi¬ 
ences. Under the direction of An¬ 
gela Schreiber, the group gave 
an outstanding performance of 
this suspenseful play, and the 
company showed ingenuity in 
adapting to the confines of the 
theater’s small stage. 

Night Watch is a carefully 
crafted thriller. Elaine Wheeler, 
a well-to-do New York woman 
with a nervous breakdown in her 
past, sees a corpse in the aban¬ 
doned building behind her house. 
Oi does she? Her husband and 
best friend doubt her, the police 
dismiss her as a “crazy lady,” 
and the neighborhood is thrown 
into an uproar. The plot takes 
many twists and turns, but you’ll 
have to come and see the ending 
for yourself. 

Although the entire cast was 
excellent, several actors stood 
out Janet Cripe was stunning 
as Elaine, conveying all the emo¬ 
tional intensity of her demand¬ 
ing part. Bruce Fleshman, as 
John Wheeler, was powerful. His 
anger in the last scene was truly 
frightening. Judy Marshall was 
convincing as Blanche Cook, 
Elaine’s best friend, doing a good 
job on a more understated part. 

As Helga, the maid, Judith Hol¬ 
land played a bright supporting 
role, moving easily between comic 
and serious scenes. John Leb- 
kicher was especially fine as Mr. 
Appleby, the eccentric neighbor 
who glides in and out of the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

As in any production, there 
were a few technical flaws. A 
window on one side of the stage 
is crucial to the plot, but the 
actors experienced some difficulty 
in projecting to the audience 
while looking out the window. 
Lighting changes lagged behind 
the cues occasionally, and the 
taped sound effects sometimes 
cut off too abruptly. 

Lucille Fletcher, the author of 
Night Watch, was in the audi¬ 
ence for Sunday’s performance. 
She was delighted with the 
Greenbelt Players’ interpretation 
of her work. The players can 
justifiably be proud of their 
achievement. 

Night Watch will be presented 
again this Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday, March 28, 29, and 30, 
at 8:15 p.m. in the Utopia The¬ 
ater. The play is being produced 
by the Greenbelt Cultural Arts 
Center.

the basis that GCACI will have a 
stillbirth” just as it is being 
founded. Weidenfeld replied that 
realistically a deadline was need¬ 
ed for plans for the theater space. 
“We’re not looking for the de¬ 
mise of GCACI,” he stated, 
“We’re being very supportive.” 

Earlier, Councilman Charles 
Schwan had declared “We want 
to do what we can for the benefit 
of everyone. For all practical 
purposes, there will or will not 
be a cultural arts center in June,” 
he stated. He was afraid that an 
alternate use of the lobby at this 
time could spell the demise of 
GCACI. Waiting three months 
would give “this really great 
idea” a better chance, in his view. 

At the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing, participants reviewed a list 
of council’s meetings on the 
Greenbelt commercial center dur¬ 
ing the last year, Weidenfeld ex¬ 
plained that he “wanted to make 
it clear that council has a long 
ongoing interest in the center.” 
The five page, typed list included 
meetings about rezoning, the 
sidewalk easement, technical as¬ 
sistance and funding for revital¬ 
ization, GCACI plans, and a pub¬ 
lic hearing on proposals for the 
theater. All of these were re¬ 
ported in the News Review. 
Councilman Thomas White saw 
two flaws: (1) the city did not 
contact the credit union when 
council heard on October 16 that 
it was interested in the theater; 
and (2) the credit union did not 
contact the city about its needs. 

It was in a work session on 
October 16 that the theater owner 
described his plans to use most 


of the theater for a health spa 
with the credit union taking a 
back corner and the shoe repair 
shop part of one side. The next 
meeting on the issue was a No¬ 
vember 5 public hearing about 
uses for the theater. Many citi¬ 
zens spoke in favor of a cultural 
arts center. Others spoke against 
a health spa. No one spoke for, 
or of the credit union. Rosen- 
zweig stated that the credit un¬ 
ion dealt directly with the the¬ 
ater owner and he felt “GCACI 
had no financial backing,” Com- 
proni added that “it seemed to 
me there was nothing contrary 
to the city’s interests in what we 
were doing,” Weidenfeld called 
the theater plans presented in 
October general and noted that 
it was only in late January that 
council first heard of the credit 
union’s immediate plans to use 
the lobby. White summarized the 
city’s concern as “a historical, 
future and continuing interest in 
the center.”

Of City Council Explained n greenway shopping center

At the February 4 city council meeting Springhill Lake res¬ 
ident Jose Morales raised a new issue when he proposed that 
the Greenbelt City Council consider increasing the number of 
its members. 

“My opinion is that the council is overworked and they 
don't have enough people to deal with the problems of the city/' 
Morales commented later. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, however, is unsure of the proposal. 

I haven't had any feelings that the community is unhappy with 
the council and how it operates," he said. 

Changing the number of mem- council, M Weidenfeld said, “I 


bers is not an easy task. Under 
Section 14, Article 23a of the 
State Code, Morales would have 
to have a petition signed by 20 
percent of the registered voters 
(approximately 500), and then 
submit the petition to the City 
Council. The petition would have 
to contain the exact wording of 
the charter change. 

Council would then have to 
decide when the initiative would 
be put to a vote. Council could 
put the motion on the ballot in 
the next regularly scheduled elec¬ 
tion or it could decide to hold a 
special referendum. 

If more council members were 
added, the likely result would be 
that more people from newer sec¬ 
tions of Greenbelt would have an 
opportunity to serve on the coun¬ 
cil, both Weidenfeld and Morales 
agree. 

Morales feels that adding more 
members would lighten the work¬ 
load and allow members to ''de¬ 
vote more time to a particular 
subject.” 

Morales, long active in civic 
affairs, may have political am¬ 
bitions of his own, ”1 might,” he 
responded, when asked if he 
would be interested in running 
for a seat on the council. “If I 
run, I run against five, seven, or 
one hundred." 

Morales was campaign man¬ 
ager for Konrad Herling, a can 
didate for council in the last 
election. Herling finished sixth 
at the polls, and only the top five 
become members of council. 

"He might be interested,” said 
Weidenfeld. “I’m not sure what 
his motivations are, but I expect 
them to be constructive and pos¬ 
itive.” 

A problem posed by a five- 
member council is attendance, 
but according to Weidenfeld, the 
council has 90-95 percent full¬ 
time attendance. 

"The first time that I can re¬ 
member in my eight years on 
the council that we ran into the 
problem . . . was Monday night 
(February 4).” w (Two council 
members missed the meeting— 
Richard Pilski, who was away on 
business, and Charles Schwan, 
who was ill.) 

“As far as relieving the burden 
on the present members of the

don’t see how additional people 
on the council would relieve the 
present burden. Most of the 
things we do we do as a body.” 

Weidenfeld feels that the pro¬ 
posal may have the exact oppo¬ 
site effect that Morales claims. 
"I’m not sure having additional 
members on the council would 
save us any time. In fact, it 
might require more time because 
the more people you have on the 
council that want to express 
opinions means that your meet¬ 
ings could run longer.” 

Morales would also like to have 
a directly-elected mayor. The 
top vote-getter on the council is 
the mayor under the present sys¬ 
tem. 

Morales feels that a directly 
elected mayor and more council 
members on the council would 
give more people an opportunity 
to participate in the decision¬ 
making process. 

Weidenfeld’s feelings are 
summed up easily, ”1 think that 
most people would say, ‘Hey, why 
mess with success.’ ”

By a 4 to 1 vote, the Greenbelt City Council on March 3 
supported a request of the Western Development Corporation 
to increase the square footage of the Greenway Shopping Cen- 
er from 220,000 to 263,000. Council members also expressed 
their desire to acquire surplus school land and opposed a rezon¬ 
ing petition for property located near Greenbelt Park. 

The increase of 43,000 feet in ecutive requesting that the 72 


the Greenway Shopping Center 
would provide for the Scan Fur¬ 
niture Store (13,000 sq. ft.) and 
Holiday Spa/Racquet Courts 
(30,000 sq. ft.). The city, in the 
annexation agreement with 
Western Development, agreed 
that it would not oppose addi¬ 
tional square footage in Green¬ 
way so long as there was com¬ 
pliance with all codes. 

Councilman Thomas White 
urged council not to take a po¬ 
sition. He argued, “There will be 
traffic impacts over and above 
the first site plan, the impact 
extending to the parcels behind 
Greenway that are now up for 
rezoning.” (Western Develop¬ 
ment, contract purchasers of 46 
acres adjacent to Greenway, are 
requesting a zoning change from 
R-10 (multiple family/high den¬ 
sity residential) to C-M (com¬ 
mercial miscellaneous). 

The rest of council felt that 
the two proposed businesses 
would not have an adverse effect 
on traffic since patrons of both 
would probably be shopping at 
other stores in Greenway at the 
same time. 

Councilman Charles Schwan 
said, “I could be comfortable sup¬ 
porting this and opposing the 
other (rezoning).” 

According to a report by West¬ 
ern Development consultants, 
Gorove/Slade Associates, the ad¬ 
ditional stores “will have a nom¬ 
inal impact on the traffic oper¬ 
ations of the intersections adja¬ 
cent to the site. While the ad¬ 
ditional development is expected 
to generate a total of 100 to 126 
trips during the PM peak hour, 
a significant portion of these 
trips are expected to be intercept¬ 
ed from the normal flow of traf¬ 
fic.” 

Surplus Land 

Council directed the city man¬ 
ager to send a letter to the Coun¬ 
ty Counciiand the County Ex¬ 


plus acre Board of Education 
surplus property located on Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2 be conveyed in title 
to the city for a nominal cost, in 
accordance with provisions of 
Section 2.111.1 (d) of the county 
code. Greenbelt would use the 
land for park and open space. 

The surplus property, located 
between Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
and the Baltimore/Washington 
Parkway, was originally slated 
for a three school complex. It 
borders on three sides of a 5-acre 
city-owned tract that is being 
developed as an athletic field 
complex. However, the tract is 
substanard in size. City Manag¬ 
er James Giese pointed out that 
acquisition of the surplus land 
would enable the city to provide 
a recreational development that 
would meet the needs of Green- 
belt’s growing population. With¬ 
out this land the city could not 
successfully complete the hiker- 
biker-jogger Perimeter Trail 
Park that will run from the city 
parkland to the north and south 
of the surplus land. The park 
will not only be connected to es¬ 
tablished trails in the core of the 
community but will also be con¬ 
nected, via a pedestrian overpass, 
to the Greenbriar development 
and to Roosevelt High School. 

Giese noted that the surplus 
land is located in an undeveloped 
area of the city that is not served 
by either water or sewer. Con¬ 
sequently, the cost of providing 
sanitary sewer service would be 
uneconomical. 

Giese also pointed out that the 
county has made similar trans¬ 
fers of surplus land and build¬ 
ings to other municpalities. 

In response to a request from 
METRO, council authorized the 
city’s participation in the sale of 
METRO flash and senior citizens 
passes. The sale will be handled 
by the city’s Finance Office.

C-O Zoning Opposed 

Concurring with the Advisory 
Planning Board’s (APB) recom¬ 
mendations, Council unanimously 
opposed the rezoning to C-O 
(commercial office) of 2.3 acres 
of land at the intersection of 
Kenilworth Avenue and Good 
Luck Road across from Green¬ 
belt Park. Located outside the 
city limits, the tract is presently 
zoned R-R (rural residential). 

APB opposed the rezoning be¬ 
cause of fears that “commercial 
zoning for this parcel could be 
the start of strip commercial de¬ 
velopment along Good Luck 
Read, east of Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue.” Additionally APB pointed 
out that C-O zoning would be an 
intrusion on Greenbelt Park and 
is contrary to the area Master 
Plan (Bladensbur g-Defense 
Heights). 

Council authorized the city 
staff to conduct an engineering 
and traffic study to determine if 
a lower speed limit is warranted 
on Hanover Parkway and Man- 
dan Road. In a letter to coun¬ 
cil, Stephen R. Bupp, president of 
Condominium Venture, Inc. 
(Greenbriar Condominiums 
Phase I, II, and III and the Rec¬ 
reation Association), requested 
that 25 miles per hour speed lim 
its be established on the road. 
The firm of John D. Emler will 
conduct the study.

Metro Holds Hearing 
On Fare Increases 

Metro will hold a hearing on 
a plan to adjust Metrobus and 
rail-fares on Monday, March 31 
at Largo Senior High School, 505 
Largo Rd., Upper Marlboro, Md. 

Proposed changes include an 
increase in peak period fares. For 
example, the $1.15 fare from New

Bill Inroduced to Raise 
Interest on Co-op Loans 

Twin Pines may have some 
money to lend on GHI homes 
this summer if a bill sponsored 
by Dels. Jerry Devlin, Joan Pit¬ 
kin, and Buzz Ryan (D-241h Dis¬ 
trict) passes the General Assem¬ 
bly this session. The bill, HB 
1342, would raise the ceiling on 
interest rates for co-op equity 
loans and thereby enable Twin 
Pines to obtain funds to reloan 
to GHI members. 

Under present law, co-op loans 
over $3500 are limited to 12# in¬ 
terest, and with conventional 
mortgages at 14-15%, finding fi¬ 
nancing that Twin Pines could 
loan at 12 % is an impossibility. 
At a hearing on the bill on March 
4, Del. Devlin urged the Members 
of the House Economic Matters 
Committee to allow co-op loans 
to be treated as unsecured loans 
under $3500. This would permit 
the interest rate to rise to 18%; 
there is no ceiling at all on resi¬ 
dential first mortgages. 

Del. Devlin cited the "distress¬ 
ing flight upwards of interest 
rates” as the cause of the current 
co-op financing problems. Dev¬ 
lin also pointed out that co-ops 
have traditionally offered their 


members lower-cost housing than, 
is generally available in the mar¬ 
ket, and need and deserve equi 
table treatment with other types 
of home ownership. 

Also testifying at the hearing' 
were Pete Watters, President of 
the Twin Pines Board; Bobbi 
McCarthy, a member of the GHI 
Board; and Mary Lesslor, a GHI 
member who has recently moved 
but has been unable to sell her 
home because of the financing' 
crunch. Lesslor praised the 
Greenbelt community, her GHL 
home and co-operative homer 
ownership, but stated that unless 
the financing problems were 
solved, she would be discouraged 
from purchasing another co-op 
home. The Committee expressed 
sympathy for her dilemma. 

The bill has now been referred 
to a subcommittee chaired by 
Del. Frank Komenda (D-P.G.L 
whe has sponsored co-op legis 
lation in the past and is knowl¬ 
edgeable about GHI and the 
Greenbelt community. Del. Dev¬ 
lin is hopeful that the bill will 
get a favorable report in the near 
future.

fication was forthcoming from 
the county. 

Street and Sidewalk 
Improvement 

City manager Giese described 
to the board, with the aid of 
some diagrams, several improve¬ 
ments the city proposed to make 
—with Community Development 
Block Grant funds—that will re¬ 
quire GHI's cooperation. One 
project is to run a gently-sloped 
sidewalk from the Center Mall 
up to the vicinity of the Green 
Ridge apartments, which will ne¬ 
cessitate relocating some pipes 
and removing about four trees. 

Three other improvements will 
be carried out in the North End 
area; reconstruction of Research 
Road, reconstruction and possible 
widening of Hillside Road be¬ 
tween Research and Laurel Hill 
Road, and also construction of a 
pedestrian walkway in that area. 
Giese stressed that the city would 
try to avoid increasing GHI's 
parking problems in doing the 
work, and would encroach as lit¬ 
tle as possible on neighboring 
property. He said however that 
some easements will have to be 
requested from GHI. Here, Kop- 
stein asked (half seriously?) 
“Will all those easements reduce 
our property tax?” 

After some questions by board 
members—director Wayne Wil¬ 
liams, in particular, foresaw 
some problems with street wid¬ 
ening impacting yards—manage¬ 
ment was requested to look into 
the easement questions, and the 
Parking Committee was asked to 
review the present parking situ¬ 
ation in the areas that will be 
affected. 

The city will hold a public 
hearing on these improvements 
Monday, March 31, in the munic¬ 
ipal building. Following a pre¬ 
sentation of the improvement 
projects, the public is invited to 
comment or ask questions.

Curtis alsq urged that 
whenever a roof needed to be 
replaced, the opportunity should 
be taken to install insulation un¬ 
der it. Weyel took this a step 
further, suggesting that flat roofs 
could also be replaced by peaked 
roofs to cut down on mainte¬ 
nance. 

Chairman Volk, later in the 
meeting, announced that Bobbi 
McCarthy had been selected to 
represent GHI at the state hear¬ 
ings on interest rates in Annap¬
